Officers of Golored Troops Recog 


Small, tho Loyal Black Pilot—Land 
Sales—The Tax on Trade.

Officers of the National army commanding 
negro troops have nt last beon offleially recognized and 
treated as equals by offlcers of tho Robel army 
It will’ be remembored by all who havo watched tho 
progress of military affairs in this Department that the 
Rebels havo repeatedly refused to treat or hold any in- 
terconrso Whatever with tho officers of the 1st South 
Carolina, Col Higginson, This regiment, since the 
evacuation of Jacksonville, Fia., haa beon doing picket 
duty on Port Royal Island, aud gs fbi isjand {a bnt a 
short distance from the main land, {t has belii nécessiry 
to hold frequent intercourse with the commandant of 
tho ‘post at Beanfort, Gen, Saxton, in reference to tho 
exobange of prisonera and other matters of business. 
‘Tho autborities in Washington having determined 
upon no fixed polioy in relation to the atatus of officers 
commanding negro troops, of courss thoir recognition 
ax equala by Rebel officers hoa not been insisted upon 
hore, and dlags of trace have gonerally been reecived 
from or carried totho Rebel lines by staff ofllcors hay- 
ing no, direct ‘command aver negro troops, Accom: 
plisted gontlomen and gallant soldiers like Co Higeh 
|son, until within the pust weok, havo not been conal 
ered o8 eqnala by tho whisky-drinking and tobnoco- 
chewing chivalry of South Carolina; but all at once a 
cbange has suddenly taken place in their policy. Capt.
